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A LETTER FROM THE TREASURER 


Dear Friends: 


The current level of tax revenue received by Missouri government 
shows no indication of improvement in the state’s economy. 

In the seven-month (July through January) period of the 1980-81 
fiscal year, general revenue was down |.31 percent on receipts total- 
ing $920,956,063. The amount is a shortfall of $12,234,188 in com- 
parison to receipts for the comparable seven-month period of the 
1979-80 fiscal year. 

In addition, sales tax receipts were seriously depressed and recorded 
a decline for the twelfth month in a row. 

During the seven-month fiscal period just ended, sales tax receipts 
declined sharply and were off 1 1.09 percent. Revenue from the sales 
tax was $385,076,056 from July, 1980, through January, 1981. 

The amount was $48,034,708 less than sales tax revenue received 
in the same months of the 1979-80 fiscal year. It is apparent that 
erosion of sales tax revenue stands out as one of the most serious 
problems for Missouri's economy. 

This was apparent in the month of January, 1981, for example, 
when sales tax revenue dropped $7,740,933, compared to January, 
1980. 

In other categories of general revenue, receipts from individual in- 
come taxes were up 9.27 percent on revenue totaling $359, 132,097. 

Corporate income taxes were $64,574,379, representing a gain of 
0.36 percent.
